"Prom the commercial point o 
view, the merchant or buslnes 
man would have to possess a bus!

dues of $12 per annum. 

"A further analysis of the sys 
tern applied to industry disclose 
the fact that under the taxatloi 
method such institutions as th 
Union Tool, Columbia Steel Cor 
poration, etc., would pay just abou 
he same amount as they contrlb 

ute at present through the budge 
amount. All industries, however 
have not contributed on as sub 
stantial a basis as the major In 
stitutions, and it would therefore 
be more equitable In this respect 

City Advantage 
"One of the outstanding merits o'i 

the plan is the large proportion 
which would be obtained from the 
unimproved property, which in a 
residential class is owned quite 
largely by non-resident and specu­ 
lative Investors who, not feeling 
hat they are any part of the com­ 

munity, acknowledge no civic re­ 
sponsibility and consequently do 
hot lend any support in the up­ 
building and development of the 
city. The absolute equity of the 
scheme Is one of Its most convinc­ 
ing arguments, because under such 
a plan the various ownerships rep­ 
resenting the assessed values in the 
community contribute directly n 
proportion to their worth. 

"The suggestion of the adoption 
of this plan in the city of Tor­ 
rance Is not an innovation in the 
support of Chamber of Commerce 
activities, In that a score or more 
of communities In Los Angeles 
County have already adopted, some 
ong since, this system. The Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
alone secures municipal and county 
funds for promotional and develop­ 
ment work to the extent of nearly 
$200,000 annually. 

A»ks for Election 
"The General Laws of California 

provide, of course, that municipal­ 
ities of the sixth class may expend 
5 percent of the revenues derived 
from the municipal tax for such 
purposes as may be deemed proper 
by the municipal authority thereof, 
such as promotion, music, advertis­ 
ing, arts, and so forth. However, 
to obtain a sum in excess of 5 
percent of the municipal revenue 
it is necessary to adopt an ordi­ 
nance, which has to be submitted 
to the qualified electors of a com­ 
munity at a special election called 
therefor. 

"The directors of the Torrance 
Chamber of Commerce and several 
of its members have given this 
matter considerable study, and feel 
sincerely that the only equitable 
way to carry on the program which 
t s felt this bureau should con­ 

duct and which would require a 
substantial budget is through the 
method outlined. Tor this purpose 
a tax of 10 cents on each $lt)0 
valuation Is recommended, which 
would provide a budget for ' the 
purposes outlined of approximately 
$12,000 this coming year. 

"As it is necessary for the trus-
